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During the quarter ended 31st March last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,175 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 23-9 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 23,387 deaths, representing an annual rate of 21:4 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 4,559 persons emigrated. 


In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 26-6 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 18°6 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0:2 over the average rate 


for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1897-1906, but 0-1 below 


the rate for the first quarter of 1906... The deaths are 2,702 above 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1906; the death-rate 
is 2°5 above the rate for that quarter, and equal to the average for 
the first quarter of the ten years 1897-1906. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1906, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 
a decrease of 556 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on

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Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease of 719 in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years 
1897-1906, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 
713, but the number of persons on out-door relief a decrease of 1,472,* 
the total under both heads being 0-7 per cent. below the average for the 
first quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 1°6 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (4°9 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the fourth quarter of 1906 is 0-2 
above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
ten years. |

MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,321) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter 
of 1906 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4*9 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being equal to the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1905, and 0:2 above the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten 
years 1896-1905. Of the total number of marriages 3,543 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,778 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81 ; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 4:4 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 6°3 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 
0:4 above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the previous 
ten years, but that under the latter shows a decrease of 0-3. Of the 
22,557 marriages registered last year, 6,981 were registered in the first 
quarter, 5,140 in the second, 5,115 in the third, and 5,321 in the fourth.

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BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
March last was 26,175—13,510 boys and 12,665 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 41°8, or 23°9 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1897-1906 was 26,386, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 23°7 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 23°5 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 22-6; Ulster, 24:0; and Connaught, 23-6. | 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 32:5 for Dublin 
county borough, and the lowest 17:4 for Cavan county. Of the inter- 
mediate rates the highest five are—Belfast county borough, 30:4 ; 
Mayo, 27:0; Donegal, 24°8; Kerry, 24-1; and Limerick county and 
county borough, 23°7. The lowest five are—Queen’s, 17:5 ; Fermanagh, |

DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 31st March last was 23,8387—11,547 males and 11,840 females 
—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 46:8, or 21°4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1897-1906 was also 21-4 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 22:7 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 19-1; in Ulster, 22°6 ; 
and in Connaught, 17-0. 


he county or county borough death-rates* range from 15-6 in Carlow 
to 80-1 in Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest

Ages.—Of the 23,387 deaths registered last quarter 2,631, or 11:2 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 11,106, or 47:5 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 100-5 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 12°8 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 10:9 per cent.; in Ulster, 10°7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
9:9 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 43:3 per cent.; in 
Munster, to 48°8 per cent.; in Ulster, to 47°6 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 54°5 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 





HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 

Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* is 747, or 35 less than the number registered in the 
corresponding quarter of 1906, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 
0:7 per 1,000 living, being equal to the rate for the first quarter of 
1906, but 0-2 below the average rate for the first quarter of the 


ten years 1897-1906.

Small-pox,—There was no death from small-pox registered in Ireland 
during the quarter, nor during any of the 4 preceding quarters ; 
neither was there any reference to the incidence of the disease made 
by the Registrars in the notes appended to their quarterly numerical 
returns. 


Measles — During the quarter the deaths registered as from measles 
numbered 90, being 77 under the average (167) for the March quarter 
of the preceding five years. In the June, September, and December 
quarters of 1906, deaths from measles were 121, 72, and 80 respectively. 
Of the 90 deaths from measles, 28 occurred in the county borough of 
Dublin, 13 in the county of Louth, and 11 in the county borough of 
Belfast, the deaths registered from this disease (52) in the three latter 
areas representing nearly 58 per cent. of the total deaths from measles 
registered in Ireland during the quarter. Included in the 28 deaths for 
the county borough of Dublin are 14 deaths for the registrar’s district of 
South City No. 1 ; the 13 deaths returned for the county of Louth all 
occurred in the registrar’s district of Dundalk ; and of the 11 deaths 
registered in the county borough of Belfast, 6 occurred in the registrar’s 
district of Belfast Urban No. 4. 


Scarlet Fever.—_The number of deaths (34) from scarlet fever is 
considerably below the average (56) for the corresponding quarter of 
the five years, 1902-1906, and is 13 under the March quarter of 1902, 
the number for which is lower than that for any of the March quarters 
of the five years ending with 1906. a 

In the March quarter of 1906, the deaths from this disease numbered | 
50, in the June quarter 23, in the September quarter they numbered 
27, and in the December quarter 39. 


Typhus,—The mortality from typhus—-13 deaths——is below that for 
any of the quarters of the past two years, with the single exception of the 
March quarter of 1905, when 12 deaths were registered, and is 5 below 
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the average (18 deaths) for the corresponding March quarter of the five 
years 1902-1906. In the June, September, and December quarters of 
1906, the number of deaths from typhus was 24, 22, and 18 re- 
spectively. 


Of the 13 deaths registered, one death was returned for each of the 
registrars’ districts of Dublin North City No. 2, South City No, 2, 
South City No. 3, Bandon, Cork Rural No. 1, and Middleton No. 1. One 
death occurred in the registrar’s district of Belfast Urban No. 2, 3 
deaths in Oughterard, one death each in Bangor and Binghamstown, 
in the Union of Belmullet, and one in the registrar’s district of Sligo 
No. 2. 


Whooping-cough.—The number of deaths from whooping-cough 
registered during the quarter was 236. ‘This number (representing an 
annual rate of 0:22 per 1,000 of the estimated population), although 31 
under the average (267) for the corresponding March quarter of the 
preceding five years, is 28 above the number (208) for the September 
quarter of 1906, and 72 above the number (164) for the December 
quarter of 1906, 42 over the number for the March quarter of 1905, 
and 41 over that for the corresponding quarter of 1906. 


In the March quarter of the three years 1902-1904, the number of 
deaths from whooping-cough registered was 192, 287, and 466, re- 
spectively. 


Of the 236 deaths from whooping-cough registered during the quarter, 
56 occurred in the county borough of Dublin, 41 in the county of Cork — 
(including the county borough of Cork), 20 each in the county of 
Antrim and in the county borough of Belfast, and 18 in the county of 
Monaghan. The 155 deaths registered in these areas constitute nearly 
two-thirds of all the deaths from whooping-cough registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 


There were 14 deaths from the disease registered in the Union of 
Carrickmacross, including 6 in the registrar’s district of Donaghmoyne 
(representing an annual rate of 4:18 per 1,000 of the population), 4 in 
Raferagh (equal to an annual rate of 4:10 per 1,000 of the population), 
and 4 in Carrickmacross, equivalent to 2:72 per 1,000 of the population. 
In the registrar’s district of Kilkenny No. 2 there were 6 deaths from 
whooping-cough registered, 5 in each of the registrar's districts of 
Ennistimon and Coleraine, and 4 each in Ballyhorgan and Donegal. 


Diphtheria.—The number of deaths from diphtheria, which fell from 
94 in the March quarter of 1906, to 65 in each of the June and Sep- 
tember quarters, rising to 92 in the December quarter, fell to 67 in the » 
period under notice, being 24 under the average (91) for the March 
quarter of the 5 years preceding. 


There were 9 deaths registered in the county borough of Belfast, 7 in 
the county borough of Dublin, and 6 in the county of Down. 


Enteric Fever.— The mortality from enteric fever during the quarter 
was 101 deaths, or 9 under the average (110) for the corresponding 
period of the five years 1902-1906. In the first, second, third, and 
fourth quarters of the year 1906, the numbers of deaths registered were 
114, 88, 82, and 91, respectively. 
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Of the 101 deaths, 19 were registered in the county borough of Bel- 
fast, 10 in the county of Down, 9 in the county of Cork (including the 
county borough of Cork), and 7 in the county of Galway. . 


In 27 county or county borough areas, one or more deaths from this 
disease were registered. 


There were 17 deaths returned as from pyrexia (origin uncertain). 
—a condition heretofore described, as simple, continued, or ill-defined 
fever. 

Diarrhoeal Diseases.— The deaths from this group of diseases, which 
numbered 184 in the March quarter of 1906, 180 inthe June quarter, 
835 in the September quarter, and 478 in the December quarter, were 
189 in the period under notice (representing an annual rate of 0:17 per 
1,000 of the population), or 46 more than the average (143) for the 
March quarter of the 5 years ending with 1906. 


Included in the 189 deaths registered in Ireland during: the quarter, 
23 occurred in the county borough of Belfast, 20 in the county borough 
of Dublin, 14 in the county of Cork (including the county borough of 
Cork), and 13 in each of the counties of Antrim and Down. 


In 31 county or county borough areas, one or more deaths from 
one or other form of diarrhea occurred, 


Tuberculous Disease.—The number of deaths from all forms of 
tuberculous disease, as returned by the Registrars, was 3,017, or 2°76 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. The rates represented by the 
deaths so returned during the three preceding quarters were 2°84, 2:29, 
and 2:21, respectively, per 1,000 of the population. Among the 
Registrar’s Notes, forming the Appendix to this Report, observations by 
the Registrars of the following districts, with reference to tuberculous 
disease, appear :—Rathangan No. 1, Callan, Ballinacarrigy, Milltown, 
New Ross, Bannow, Durrus and Kilcrohane, Newmarket, (in Kanturk 
Union) ; Ballyfeard, Aghada, Galbally, Silvermines, Mullinahone, Kil- 
sheelan No, 1, Waterford Urban No.1, Lurgan No. 1, Killashandra, 
Holywell No. 2, Rosguill, and Roosky. 


Malignant Diseases.— Deaths from carcinoma, sarcoma, and cancer 
(undefined), are included under this heading, and numbered during the 
quarter, as stated by the Registrars, 774, representing an annual death 
rate of 0°71 per 1,000 of the population estimated to the middle of the 
year 1907. In the three preceding quarters the annual rates repre- 
sented by deaths from malignant disease in Ireland were, respectively, 
0-71, 0-70, and 0°73 per 1,000 of the population. For the province of 
Leinster the annual rate per 1,000 of the population, according to the 
Census of 1901, was 0°86 ; for Munster, 0°52; for Ulster, 0°82 and 
for Connaught it was 0°39. 


The Registrars of the following districts have furnished observations 
on this subject, which are embodied in the Appendix to this Report, 
viz.:—Rathangan No. 2, Abbeyshrule, Galbally, Rathgormuck, Ard- 
more, Knocknadona, Lisburn, Killashandra, Trillick, Dunmore, 
Ballyhaunis, Brideswell, and Roosky. 


Hydrophobia,— No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 
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The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :_-Measles in 17 districts, scarlet fever in 19, whooping-cough 
in 27, diphtheria in 12, fever in 14—typhus in one, and enteric in 13— 
diarrheea in 3, influenza in 111, mumps in 2, and cerebro-spinal fever, 
or cerebro-spinal meningitis, in 25, viz., Carrickbyrne, Dingle, Cushen- 
dall, Larne, Aghalee, Rich Hill, Lurgan No. 1, Belfast Urban No. 3, 
Belfast Urban No. 4, Belfast Urban No. 7, Belfast Urban No. 9, 
Belfast Urban No. 11, Belfast Urban No. 12, Belfast Urban No. 13, 
Bailieborough, Tullyvin, Castlereagh No. 1, Killyleagh, Ballylesson, 
Saintfield, Newtownards, Newtown Butler, Rosslea, Clones, and Bally- 
league.

Deaths in Public Institutions.— Of the 23,387 deaths registered, 4,659, 
or 19-9 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per-

EMIGRATION. 

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Irish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the 
quarter ended 3lst March last, was 4,559 (2,870 males and 1,689 
females), being 115 more than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1906, and 101 above the average number for the first quarter 
of the ten years 1897-1906.

The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 54d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the first 
quarter of the year 1906 the average price was 54d., and in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1897 it was also 54d. 

The average price of oatmeal (lst quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 14s. 6d. per cwt., being the same as the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the year 1906. In the first quarter of 1897 
the average price was 12s. 9d. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 3s. 8d. to ds. 3d. In the first quarter of 1906 
the average prices were 2s. 3d. to 2s. 9d., and the prices for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1897 were ls. 9d. to 3s. 3d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 50s. to 55s. 9d. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1906 the average prices were from 47s. 6d. to 53s., and in 
the first quarter of 1897 they were from 45s. 6d. to 56s. 6d. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 22s. to 24s. per ton nett. 

The highest price of Consols at the Dublin Stock Exchange for 
the quarter was £87,°,, and the lowest £844. 

The minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the 
Bank of Ireland during the quarter, which had been 6} per cent. from 
the 19th October, 1906, was reduced on the 17th January, to 5} per cent., 
at which rate it remained to the end of the quarter.

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the first quarter of 1907 was 46,965, or 556 under 
the average for the corresponding period in 1906. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 58,131, being 719 under the average for the first 
quarter of 1906. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the first quarter of 
1907, an average number of 1,476 in each week were located in asylums 
for the blind and the deaf and dumb, and in extern hospitals ; in the 
corresponding quarter of 1906 the average weekly number was 1,451.

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro_ 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phenix Park, 
Dublin, during the first quarter of the years 1902-1907, respectively

The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of 1907 
was 30138 inches, being 0:265 over the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the five years 1902-1906; the highest reading , 

(30934 inches) was on the 23rd January, at 9 A.M., wind E.N.E., and 
the lowest (28-954 inches) on the 16th March, at 9 P.M., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 40-99, or 
1:0 below the average for the first quarter of the 5 years 1902-1906. - 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 64:40 
and the minimum 21:1°, The maximum heat in sun was 112°5°, and 
the minimum on the grass 16°2°. 

Rain or snow fell on 41 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 4:304 inches, being 2.589 inches below the average for the 
first quarter of the five years 1902-1906. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall was in March, when 2°398 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 31 days from W., on 22 days from S.W., on 3 
days each from E. and 8., on 2 days each from N., 8 E., and N.W., on 
1 day from N.E., and the air -was calm on 24 days at 9 a.m. 

January.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30°305 inches ; the highest reading (30-934 inches) was on the 23rd at 
9 A.m., wind E.N.E.; and the lowest (28-959 inches) on the Ist, at 9 
p.M., wind 8.W. The mean temperature of the air was 40:4°, the 
maximum registered was 53-2°, and the minimum 22:4°. The 19th was 

the warmest day and the 24th the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 40°2°, and of the wet bulb 38°6?. The maximum heatin gun was 
81:7°, and the minimum on the grass 18°5°. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 17 nights. he total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 53-5 hours, the greatest daily amount being 7:2 hours on 
the 30th. The maximum ozone was 0:9, the minimum 0-2, and the mean 
06. Rain or snow fell on 11 days. The rain-fall measured 0:569 
inch ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘250 inch on the Ist. | 

February.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30:003 inches; the highest reading (30°566 inches) was on the 5th 
at 9 A.M, air calm, and the lowest (28-999 inches) on the 12th, at 
9am, wind N.N.E. The mean temperature of the air was 38-2°, the 

maximuun registered was 54°3°, and the minimum 21:1°. The 13th was 
the warmest day, and the 5th the coldest night.’ The inean of the dry 
bulb was 37:7°, and of the wet bulb 36:0°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 94°4°, and the minimum on the grass 16:29. The minimum on the. 
grass was below 32° on 20 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 91:4 hours, the greatest daily amount being 8-9 hours on 
the 13th and 21st. The maximum ozone was 0:9, the minimum 0-0, 
and the mean 0-5. Rain or snow fell on 13 days. The rain-fall 
measured 1:337 inches ; the greatest-amount in 24 hours was ‘340 inch 
on the 11th. 

March.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30°105 inches; the highest reading (30-483 inches) was on the 22nd 
at 9.P.M., air calm ; and the lowest (28-954 inches) on the 16th, at 9 p.m., 
wind W.S.W. The inean temperature of the air was 44:2°; the 
maximum registered was 64°4°, and the minimum 24:9°, The 27th was 
the warmest day, and the 23rd the coldest night. The mean of the 
dry bulb was 44:2°, and of the wet bulb 420°. The maximum heat 
in sun was 112°5°, and the minimum on the grass 21°3°.. The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 21 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 152-7 hours, the greatest daily amount being 11:3 hours on’ 
the 29th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum 0:2, and the 
mean ‘6. Rain or snow fell on 17 days. ‘The rain-fall measured 2°398 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘740 inch on the 19th.

In compiling the following Table (pp. 20 and 21), the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North ; 2. Ireland, 
South. Each District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind observations at Valencia are based on the 
records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2:2). Velocities 
between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have been entered in the Tables 
as strong winds, velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as gales. 
At the remaining stations the wind-force observations are personal 
estimates in accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable 
to be affected by local circumstances. No previous comparison of 
corresponding data is available for the purpose of checking these results.

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1906, the

MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,938) registered in Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1907 are equivalent to an annual rate of 5:4 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 1:0 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1906, and 0:9 below the average rate for the first quarter of the ten 
years 1897-1906. Of the total number of marriages 4,614 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,324 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81 ; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 5:7 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 4:7 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 
1-1 below the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the previous 
ten years, and that under the latter shows a decrease of 0-2. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the 
greater portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages 
is celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the 
number in the first quarter is generally less than that for any of the 
other quarters of the year.

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BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
June last was 26,632—13,673 boys and 12,959 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 41:1, or 24:3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1897-1906 was 27,018, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 24:3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 


population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 24:2 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 22:5; Ulster, 26-0; and Connaught, 20-4. 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 33:2 for Belfast 
county borough, and the lowest 17:2 for Roscommon county. Of the 
intermediate rates the highest five are—Dublin county borough, 32:0 ;

estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1897-1906 was 18°8 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 21:2 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 16-3; in Ulster, 19-3;

Ages.—Of the 20,385 deaths registered last quarter 2,418, or 11-9 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 8,829, or 43:3 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 90°8 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 12:5 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 12-0 per cent. ; in Ulster, 12:2 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
8:7 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 40-2 per cent.; in 
Munster, to 45:7 per cent.;in Ulster, to 41:4 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 53:5 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

Small-pozx,—One death from small-pox was returned as having — 
occurred in the Registrar’s district of Holmpatrick, in Balrothery 
Union, county Dublin. The patient, a male, developed small-pox three 
days after his return from Glasgow. He had been vaccinated in infancy, 
and one mark was distinguishable, but he had not been re-vaccinated. 
It appears that this man also suffered from phthisis. He died in 
hospital about eight weeks after admission, 

The last record of mortality from small-pox in Ireland was in the 
December quarter of 1905, when two deaths were registered. 

The Registrar of Florencecourt,.in the Union of Enniskillen, reports 
the occurrence of two cases of small-pox, during the last month of the 
Ajuarter ; both were removed at once to the Union Fever Hospital, and 
were progressing favourably at the time of his report. The first patient 
attacked says that he caught the infection in Belturbet, See Registrar’s 
note, page 191]. 


Measles.—Lhe mortality from measles is principally accounted for 
by the deaths registered in Dublin and in Belfast. Out of a total of 128, 
61 deaths were in Dublin and 36 in Belfast. The total deaths represent 
an annual death rate of 0:12 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland 
estimated to the middle of the year. In each of the three quarters 
preceding, deaths from measles were 72, 80, and 90. The deaths (128) 
were under the average for the corresponding quarterly period of the 
5 years 1902-1906, namely 155 deaths. 


Scarlet Fever.—As in the June quarter of 1906, there were 23 deaths 
from scarlet fever recorded, the numbers for the September and 
December quarters of 1906, and for the March quarter of 1907, being’ 
27, 39. and 34 respectively. The average number of deaths from scarlet - 
fever in the June quarter of the 5 years 1902-1906 is 35, 
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Fyphus.—From the returns of the Registrars it appears that 15 
deaths from typhus were registered in Ireland during the period under 
notice, as against an average of 19 deaths in the corresponding quarter 
of the five years preceding, and 22, 18, and 13 deaths in each of the 
three preceding quarters. The deaths were registered in the following 
unions :—In Cork, 1 death ; in Dublin North, 2 deaths ; in Galway, 1 
death ; in Kilrush, 1 death ; in Lismore, 1 death ; in Newry, 5 deaths ; 
in Roscommon, 1 death ; in Sligo, 2 deaths; and in Tuam, 1 death. 


Whooping-cough.— With the exception of the June quarter of 1906, 
when the fatalities from whooping-cough were 286 in number, the period 
now under review presents the highest mortality since the September 
quarter of 1904, the total deaths registered being 243, which represent 
an annual death rate of 0:22 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland 
estimated to the middle of the year. The deaths are, however, below 
the average for the June quarter of the five preceding years, la each 
of the three quarters preceding that under notice such deaths were 208, 
164, and 236. Of the total deaths 79 belong to the county borough of 
Dublin, of which number 22 appertained to the registrar’s district No. 
4, South City; 11 to the district No. 3, North City ; 10 to the district 
No. 2, North City; 9 to the district No. 2, South City; 8 to the 
district No. 3, South City ; 7 to the district of North City, No. 1, West ; 
6 to the district of No. 1, South City ; 4 to the district of North City, 
No. 1, East; and 2 to the urban portion of the district of Coolock and 
Drumcondra No, 1. Of the 27 deaths belonging to the county of 
Dublin 16 appertained to Donnybrook, and 5 to Rathmines. There 
were 18 deaths registered in the county borough of Cork, and 7 in the 
registrar’s district of Cork Rural No. 1, In the county borough of 
Belfast 15 deaths from whooping-cuugh were registered. In the 
registrar’s district of Ballybunion, in the union of Listowel, 5 deaths 
were registered, and in the registrar’s district of Frenchpark, in the 
union of Castlereagh, there were also 5 deaths registered. 





Diphtheria.— Deaths from diphtheria, which numbered 65 in the 
September quarter of 1906, rose to 92 in the December quarter of that 
year, declining to 67 in the March quarter of 1907, and again declining 
to 65 deaths in the period under notice, this latter number being nearly 
identical with the average (64) for the June quarter for the preceding 
five years. Particulars regarding the localities in which the deaths 
from diphtheria occurred may be seen in the Abstracts which commence 


on page 120. 


Enteric Fever.— From Table LV. it appears that during the preceding 
eight quarterly periods the lowest recorded mortality from enteric fever 
was in the September quarter of 1906, when 82 deaths were registered. 
The deaths in the following quarterly period rose to 91, and again rose 
to 101 in the March quarter of the present year, but declined to 75 in 
the period under notice, the average deaths for the corresponding 
quarter of the five preceding years being 110. Of the 75 deaths, 15 
were registered in the county borough .of Belfast, and 4 in the 
registrar’s district of Ballyconnell, in the union of Bawnboy. 


The deaths of 11 persons were attributed to pyreata (origin uncertain), 
Jormerly described as simple, continued, or ill-defined fever, 
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Diarrhoeal Diseases,__From Abstract I. it appears that diarrheal 
diseases accounted for the deaths of 182 persons. This number represents 
an annual rate of 0:17 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland estimated — 
to the middle of the year 1907. ‘The total 182 is above the average 
(148) for the June quarter for the preceding quinquennial period, — In 
the three quarters preceding, deaths from diarrhceal diseases were 835, 
478, and 189 respectively. Of the deaths, 33 belonged to the county 
borough of Belfast 12 to the county borough of Dublin, and 10 to the 
county borough of Waterford. 


Tuberculous Disease.—F rom the returns furnished by the Registrars 
it appears that the number of deaths registered during the quarter from 
all forms of tuberculous disease amounted to 3,252. This figure re- 
presents an annual death rate from tuberculosis of 2°97 per 1,000 of the 
population of Treland, estimated to the middle of the year. The rates, 
calculated on the figures as returned in the three preceding quarters, 
were 2:29, 2:21, and 2-76 per 1,000 of the estimated populations of 
Treland for the years 1906 and 1907 respectively. Numerous notes 
bearing on the prevalence of this diseise have been supplied. Amongst 
these, the notes by the Registrars of Ballynacarrigy, Cloyne, Killarney 
No. 2, Waterford Urban No. 1, Termon, Holywell No. 2, Drumbeg, 
Dungiven, Castlederg, Ballycroy, and Sligo No. 1, are of especial 
interest, and will be found in the Appendix to this Report. 


Malignant Diseases,— Deaths which are recorded as from carcinoma, 
sarcoma, malignant disease, cancer (undefined), are returned by the 
Registrars in their quarterly reports for all the districts in Ireland ; 
from Abstract I. it appears that such deaths numbered in the aggregate 
772 for the period under notice. This total is equal to an annual 
death rate of 0°71 per 1,000 of the population, estimated to the middle 
of the present year. In the three preceding quarters the rates for 
deaths under this heading were 0°70, 0°73, and 0:71 respectively. 


Hydrophobia, Rabies.—The returns of the Registrars did not con- 
tain one death attributed to hydrophobia, nor does it appear that any 
person was bitten by a rabid animal during the quarterly period now 
the subject of review. The Registrar of Woodford, Loughrea, reports 
that “ there was one case of severe biting by a dog not rabid, but the 
injuries healed up all right.” 





Cerebro-spinal Fever.—Of 18 references to the existence of cerebro- 
spinal fever in Ireland during the quarterly period under notice, one 
was from the Registrar of Carrignavar, Cork Union, and 16 were from 
Ulster, namely :—Cushendall, Ballymena, Ballycarry, Lurgan No. 1, 
3 deaths ; Belfast * Urban No. 3, 13 deaths; Belfast Urban No. 4, 22 
deaths ; Belfast Urban No. 11, 22 deaths; Belfast Urban No. 13, 8 
deaths ; Cavan, 1 death ; Dunfanaghy, 1 death; Moville, 2 deaths; 
Crossgar, 2 deaths ; Castlereagh No. 1, 1 death ; Killyleagh, 1 death ; 
Ballylesson, 79 deaths, in Purdysburn Fever Hospital; Greyabbey, 1 
death (a visitor from Belfast); Omagh No. 1, 1 death. The notes re- 
ferring to these districts will be found printed in the Appendix to this 
Report. 

* See special tables, A., B., C.,and D., of Quarterly Summary of the Weekly Returns 


of Births and Deaths in the Dublin Registration Area and 21 of the Principal Urbay 
Districts of Ireland, for 18 weeks ending 29th June, 1907. 
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The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Small-pox in 2 districts, chicken-pox in 1 district, measles in 
16 districts, scarlet fever in 18, whooping-cough in 17, diphtheria in 13, 
fever in 11——pyrewia in 1, and enteric in 10—diarrhea in 11, influenza 
in 20, mumps in 5, and cerebro-spinal fever in 18 districts. [See 
Appendix to this Report commencing on page 183.] 


Inquests.__There were 411 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 50 of the total deaths 
registered, : 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 53 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 51, in Ulster 1 to 42, and in Connaught 1 to 84. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.— Of the 20,385 deaths registered, 4,288, 
or 21-0 per cent., occurred in public institutions, In Leinster the per- 
centage was 29°8, in Munster 23:9, in Ulster 14:6, and in Connaught 
13-4,

According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
second quarter of the year 1907, there were 29,040 persons successfully 
vaccinated. 

EMIGRATION. 

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Ivish seaports, the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the 
quarter ended 30th June last, was 17,665 (9,977 males and 7,688 
females), being 497 more than in the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1906, and 724 above the average number for the second quarter 
of the ten years 1897-1906.

In the Secon 
quarter of the year 1906 the average price was D4d., and in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1897 it was also 54d. 

The average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 14s. 6d. per cwt., being the same as the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the year 1906. In the second quarter of 1897 
the average price was 12s. 9d. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market. 
for the quarter were 4s. 6d. to 5s. In the second quarter of 1906 
the average prices were 3s. to 3s. 6d., and the prices for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1897 were 2s. dd. to 38. 10d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 53s. 6d. to 57s. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1906 the average prices were from 52s. 6d. to 56s. 6d., and 
in the second quarter of 1897 they were from 46s. to 62s, 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 22s. to 21s. per ton nett. 

The highest price of Consols at the Dublin Stock Hxchange for 
the quarter was £863, and the lowest £834. 

The minimum annual rate of discount aha ged on Irish bills at the 
Bank of Ireland during the quarter, which had been dS per cent. from

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phenix Park, 
Dublin, during the second quarter of the years 1902-1907, respectively,

The mean height of the barometer during the second quartgr of 1907 
was 29-778 inches, being 0-190 below the average for thd corres- 
ponding quarter of the five years 1902-1906; the highest*xeading 
(30°355 inches) was on the 26th April, at 9 a.m., wind N.N.E., and 
the lowest (29°15 inches) on the 3rd April, at 9 a.m., air calm. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 48-59, or 
1:4 below the average for the second quarter of the 5 years 1902-1906. 

The maximum temperature of the air-during the quarter was 65:8° 
and the minimum 24:9°, The maximum heat in sun was 126-0°, and 
the minimum on the grass 21°6°. 

Rain or snow fell on 66 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 8:265 inches, being 2691 inches above the average for tie 
second quarter of the five years 1902-1906. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall was in June, when 5:049 inches were registered, 

April*,—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-768 inches ; the highest reading (30°355 inches) was on the 25th at 
9 A.M., wind N.N.E.; and the lowest (29-105 inches) on the 3rd, at 9 
A.M., aircalm. The mean temperature of the air was 44:5’, the 
maximum registered was 64°0°, and the minimum 24:9°, The 27th was 
the warmest day and the 5th the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 44°8°, and of the wet bulb 42°3°.. The maximum heat in sun was 
118-9°, and the minimum on the grass 21°69. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 18 nights. The maximum ozone was 0°9, the 
minimum Ql, and the mean 06. Rain or snow fell on 22 days. The 
rain-fall measured 2°442 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 
0:315 inch on the 13th. 

May—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°809 inches; the highest reading (30°337 inches) was on the 17th 
at 9 P.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°178 inches) on the 2nd, at 
9Pp.m., wind S.8S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 47:9°, the 
maximum registered was 65°8°, and the minimum 29°1°. The 27th was 
the warmest day, and the 23rd the coldest night. ‘The inean of the dry 
bulb was 48°9°, and of the wet bulb 46°59. The maximum heat in sun 
was 123°5°, and the minimum on the grass 26°6°. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 9 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 165-7 hours, the greatest daily amount being 13:6 hours 
on the i9th. The maximum ozone was 0°9, the minimum 0°0, and 
the mean 0°6. Rain fell on 18 days. The rain-fall measured 2:774 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 1:040 inches on. the 6th, 

June—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-757 inches; the highest reading (30-243 inches) was on the 16th 
at 9 p.M., air calm ; and the lowest (29-381 inches) on the 10th, at 9 a.m., 
wind 8.E. The mean temperature of the air was 53-0°; the maximum 
registered was 64:7°, and the minimum 394°, The 7th was the 
warmest day, and the 17th the coldest night. The mean of the 
dry bulb was 53:1°, and of the wet bulb 50:1", The maximum heat 
in sun was 126-0°, and the minimum on the grass 33°7°.. The minimum 
on the grass was not below 32° on any night. The total amount of 
sunshine recorded was 106°3 hours, the greatest daily amount being 10-6 
hours on the 29th. The maximum ozone was 0°9, the minimum 0:3, 
and the mean 0’6. Rain fell on 26 days. The rain-fall measured 
3-049 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0:590 inch on the 
7th.

In compiling the following Table (pp. 118 and 119), the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North ; 2. Irelana, 
South. Each District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind observations at Valencia are based on the 
records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2). Velocities 
between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have been entered in the Tables 
as strong winds, velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as gales. 
At the remaining stations the wind-force observations are personal 
estimates in accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable 
to be affected by local circumstances. No previous comparison of 
corresponding data is available for the purpose of checking these results,

years 1897-1906. Of the total number of marriages 3,789 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap.

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Ages. Of the 15,528 deaths registered last quarter 1,872, or 12:1 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 6,547, or 42:2 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 yearsand upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 75:1 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 14:1 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 12-0 per cent.; in Ulster, 11-7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
8:4 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 38-2 per cent.; in 
Munster, to 42:2 per cent.;in Ulster, to 42-0 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 52-7 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 
Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* is 727, or 595 less than the number registered in the

Small-pox, From the report of the Registrar of Maynooth it appears 
that one case of small-pox occurred in Leixlip, and was under treatment 
in Celbridge Fever Hospital at the close of the quarter. There was, 
however, no fatality from the disease registered during the period now 
under notice. One death was registered in the June quarter otf the 
present year ; no ouher death from small-pox was registered in Ireland 
since the December quarter of 1905, when two deaths were registered. 


Measles.—The deaths from measles, which had risen from 80 in the 
December quarter of 1906 to 90 in the March quarter of 1907, and had 
further risen to 128 in the June quarter of the present year, declined, 
to 111, corresponding to an annual rate of 0°10 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population of Ireland, in the quarterly period now the subject of review. 
This number is below the average (128 deaths) for the corresponding 
period of the 5 years 1902-1906. Of the total deaths from measles 
there were 27 in the county of Dublin, 18 in Dublin county borough, 
and 40 in Belfast county borough. |

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Scarlet Fever.—The mortality from scarlet fever, which in the 3 
preceding quarters had been 39, 34 and 23. respectively, declined to 20 
deaths in the September quarter of the present year, being 13 under — 
the average for the corresponding quarterly period of the preceding 
D years. | 


Typhus,—_In each of the 3 quarters preceding, the deaths, from 
typhus in the whole of Iveland numbered 18, 13, and 15; in the 
period under notice this disease caused 18 deaths, which number 
is identical with the averaye for the corresponding period of the 
past 5 years. The unions in which these deaths occurred were as 
follows :—In Baltinglass, 1 death; in South Dublin, 3 deaths; in 
New Ross, 1 death; in Kilrush, 1 death ; in Cork, 4 deaths; in 
Skull, 1 death; in Cahersiveen, 2 deaths; in Lismore, 1 death; 
in Galway, 1 death: in Loughrea, 1 death; in Ballina, 1 death; 
and in Killala, 1 death. tt 


‘Whooping-cough.—The death-rate caused by whooping-cough, during 
the quarter was 0°12 per 1,000 of the estimated, population of Ireland ; 
the deaths were 128 in number and exceeded those caused by any of 
the principal epidemic diseases, with the exception of diarrhwal diseases ; 
however, the total for the quarter is lower than any of the totals for the 
3 preceding quarters, which were 164, 236, and 243, respectively, and 
it is also below the average (191) for the corresponding quarter of the 
5 years 1902-6. Of the deaths, 31, or about 24 per cent., occurred in 
the county borough of Dublin, 12 in the county of Dublin, and 11 in 
the county borough of Belfast. 


Diphtheria.— The mortality from diphtheria, which was represented 
by 92 deaths in the December quarter of 1906, declined to 67 in the 
- March quarter of 1907, and to 65 deaths in the June quarter, and 
further declined to 44 deaths in the September quarter now under 
review. The deaths also compare favourably with the average (60) 
for the corresponding quarterly period in the 5 years 1902-6. Of the 
44 deaths, 10 were registered in Dublin county borough, 8 in Belfast 
county borough, 3 in Cork union, 3 in Castleblayney union ; and 2 
deaths in each of the unions of Bawnboy, Galway, Lisburn and 
Newry. | 


Enteric Fever.—‘Ihe deaths from enteric fever, in number 71, are 
less by 4 than the comparatively low number registered in the pre- 
ceding quarter, to which it had declined from 101 deaths in the March 
quarter of the present year and from 91 in the December quarter of the 
year 1906. The deaths for the quarter are well below the average 
(115) for the September quarter of the past 5 years’; of the deaths, 13 
were registered in Belfast county borough, and 9 were registered in: 
Dublin county borough. 

_ The Registrar of Thurles district reports an outbreak of enteric fever 

in his district, 17 cases having occurred in the'urban district at the 
end of the quarter ; and the Registrar of Manorhamilton’ ‘states that 
enteric fever has been very prevalent in one portion of his district. 


The deaths of 10 persons were attributed to pyrexia (origin uncertain) ; 
this condition was formerly described as simple, continued, or ill-defined 
fever. 

Diarrhoeal Diseases,_ Although the deaths from diarrheal diseases 
outnumber those from any other of the principal epidemic diseases, yet 
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when compared with the corresponding figures for the September 
quarter of the years 1904, 1905, and 1906—namely, 607, 730, and 835, 
and also the average (590) for the corresponding quarter of the 5 years, 
1902-6, the total (325) for the period under review exhibits a marked 
decrease. | When expressed in rates, it appears that in the September 
quarter of 1904, the annual death-rate for diarrheal diseases per 1,000 
of the population was 0°55; in 1905, 0°66; in 1906, 0-76; in 1907, 
0-30, and that the average rate calculated on the mean of the estimated 
population for the 5 years 1902-6 was 0°54 per 1,000. One 
explanation of the reduced rate for diarrhceal diseases during the period 
under notice may be due to an improvement in the sanitary conditions 
of the urban areas; it is also maintained by many authorities that 
the seasonal conditions explain the diarrheal death-rate in support of 
the view held by Dr. Ballard, namely, that when the earth tempera- 
ture at 4 feet rises to about 56° an increase in the diarrhceal deaths 
occurs. In this connection a reference to Table TX. of the Quarterly 
Return for September, 1906, may be of interest. This table shows 
that in Dublin the mean of the earth temperature at 4 feet depth in 
July, 1906, was 56°5°, in August it was 584°, in September it was 
58-0°, and that the mean for the quarter was 57°69. During that 
period 241 deaths from diarrhceal diseases were registered in the county 
borough of Dublin ; on turning to the corresponding table on page 216 
of this Report, it may be seen that in July, 1907, the mean earth 
temperature at 4 feet depth was 55-7°, in August it was 57°3°, and in 
September it was 56°3°, the mean for the quarter being 56°4° ; during 
this period but 69 deaths from diarrhceal diseases were registered in 
the county borough of Dublin. The following statement shows for 
Treland the number of deaths registered from diarrheal diseases, the 
mean air temperature, the mean earth temperature at 4 feet, the 
average number of hours of bright sunshine observed, and the average 
rainfall during the September quarter of 1907, as gompared with the 
corresponcing quarter in the 3 years, 1904—6 (see Table 1X., Quarterly

A reference to the abstract on 218 and following pages in this Report 
shows that 69 deaths were registered in Dublin county borough, 53 in 
Belfast county borough, 18 in the county borough of Cork, and 11 
in Waterford county borough. 


Tuberculous Disease.—The total number of deaths returned by the 
Registrars of Deaths in Ireland from all forms of tuberculous disease 
was 2,451, which figure is equal to an annual death-rate of 2°24 per 
1,000 of the population of Ireland, estimated to the middle of the year 
1907. The corresponding rates in the three preceding quarterly 
periods were 2-21, 2-76, and 2-97 per 1,000 of the estimated population, ~ 
Tne deaths from tuberculous disease amounted to 15°8 per cent. of the 
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total deaths from all causes registered during the quarter. ‘The details 
regarding the incidence of the mortality may be studied in the 
Abstracts commencing on page 218. Among other figures it will be 
seen that 331 deaths were registered in the county borough of Dublin, 
282 in the county borovgh of Belfast, 262 in the county and the county 
‘borough of Cork, 124 in the county of Antrim, and 116 in the county 
of Down. Amongst the observations of the Registrars bearing on 
tuberculous disease, and furnished with their quarterly numerical 
returns, the following abstracted from the notes of the Registrars of 
Killeen district, in Dunshaughlin union, and Castlerea district, in 
Castlerea union, contain suggestions which are worthy of careful con- 
sideration. The former suggests that the disease “should be made 
a notifiable disease, and that cabins with mud floors and walls, as well 
as old straw roofs, where tuberculosis has been known to be existent, 
should be burnt to the ground, thus ensuring the obliteration of certain 
foci. ‘The elements of hygiene and sanitation should be taught in every 
elementary school with particular stress on fresh air in bedrooms.” 
The Registrar of Deaths of Castlerea writes as follows :—‘ Tuber- 
culosis in its various forms largely afflicts the people. While there 
is much made about the existence of this fell disease, various 
appeals for the building of sanatoria, &., &c., there is nothing 
done to cope with it where it is developed—the homes of the people. 
It should be treated as a preventative disease—by close attention to 
sanitation—compulsorily obliging the people to provide proper sleeping 
accommodation for their families, and not have them huddled six and 
eight together in one small bedroom, oftentimes a consumptive patient 
in their midst. Small loans at cheap rates should be issued to small 
_ tenant farmeis to make necessary additions to their houses.” 


Malignant Diseases.— As returned by the Registrars, the deaths from 
malignant diseases, including deaths from carcinoma, sarcoma, and 
cancer, malignant disease (undefined), numbered 728, corresponding to 
an annual death-rate of 0°67 per 1,000 of the estimated population of 
Ireland; in each of the three quarterly periods preceding the corre- 
sponding rates for deaths from malignant diseases were 0°73, 0:71, and 
0:71 per 1,000. 


Cerebro-spinal Fever.*—In the notes to their Quarterly Returns 
the Registrars of the following districts reported with reference to 
the mortality from cerebro-spinal fever:—In Newcastle District, 
Rathdrum Union, 1 death ; in Doagh, 1 death ; in Ballymena, 1 death ; 
in Toome, 2 deaths ; in Glenavy, 1 death; in Belfast Orban No. 3, 
3 deaths; in Belfast Urban No. 4, 10 deaths; in Belfast Urban 
No. 11, 7 deaths; in Belfast Urban No. 13, 2 deaths; and the 
Registrar of Waringstown reports that one death occurred in the 
Union Hospital. 


Hydrophobia, Rabies.—There was no report of mortality from this 
cause, neither was the existence of the disease mentioned by the 
Registrars. aie

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several

In compiling the following Table (pp. 216 and 217), the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North ; 2. [reland, 
South. Each District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind observations at Valencia are based on the 
records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2:2). Velocities 
between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have been entered in the Tables 
as strong winds, velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as gales. 
At the remaining stations the wind-force observations are personal 
estimates in accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable 
to be affected by local circumstances. No previous comparison of 
corresponding data is available for the purpose of checking these results.

During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 23,833 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 21:8 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 18,110 deaths, representing an annual rate of 16°5 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 6,756 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 
25-0 in every 1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 
14:9 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is equal to the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1897-1906, and 0°6 below 
the rate for the fourth quarter of 1906. The deaths are 115 below 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1906; the death-rate 
is 0°1 below the rate for that quarter, and equal to the average for 
the fourth quarter of the ten years 1897-1906. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1906, the 


returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show

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a decrease of 36 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease of 441 in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years 
1897-1906, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 
932, but the number of persons on out-door relief shows a decrease of 218, 
the total under both heads being 0:7 per cent. below the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years, The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 16 per cent.

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MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,530) registered in Ireland during the third quarter 
of 1907 are equivalent to an annual rate of 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:4 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1906, and also 0-4 above the average rate for the third quarter of the ten 
years 1897-1906. Of the total number of marriages 3,651 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,879 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81 ; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 4:5 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 6:7 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 
0°5 above, and that under the latter is equal to the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 

It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the 
greater portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages 
is celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the 
number in the first quarter is generally less than that for any of the 
other quarters of the year.

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BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
December last was 23,833—12,175 boys and 11,658 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 45:9, or 21:8 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1897-1906 was 24,278, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 21:3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 21:4 per.1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 20-4; Ulster, 22:8; and Connaught, 19°5. 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 28-7 for Belfast 
county borough, and the lowest 16-0 for Roscommon county. Of the 
intermediate rates the highest five are—Dublin county borough, 28:3 ; 
Mayo, 22:9; Limerick county and county borough, 22°3 ; Donegal, 22-1 ; 
and Antrim, 22:1, The lowest five are—Meath, 16°9 ; Carlow, 17°5 ; 
King’s, 17:5 ; Leitrim, 17°7 ; and Dublin county, 17:9. 


DEATHS. 


I'he number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 3lst December last was 18,110—9,091 males and 9,019 females 
—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 60-4, or 16°5 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1897-1906 was also 16-5 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 18°0 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 14:3 ; in Ulster, 18-0; 
and in Connaught, 12:1. 


‘The county or county borough death-rates* range from 10°6 in Roscom- 
mon, to 23-9 in Dublin county borough.

Ages.—Of the 18,110 deaths registered last quarter 2,348, or 13:6 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 7,997, or 44:2 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 98°5 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 14:7 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 13°4 per cent.; in Ulster, 12°7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
8:7 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 40°4 per cent.; in 
Munster, to 44-2 per cent.;in Ulster, to 44'1 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 54-2 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

Small-pox,—From Abstract I, page 318, which has been sum- 
marisedfrom the Quarterly Returns of the Registrars of Deaths in Ireland, 
it appears that not one death from small-pox was registered during the 
December quarter of the year 1907. 

The following references, to the incidence of small-pox were con- 
tained in the notes supplied by the Registrars. 


Celbridge.— The small-pox cases removed from Leixlip all recovered.” 


Maynooth.—“'T'wo cases of small-pox, one of which was a baby six 
weeks old ; both recovered.” 


Measles-__The deaths from measles numbered 229, and are equal to 
an annual death-rate of 0:21 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland, 
estimated to the middle of the year 1907. In each of the three earlier 
quarters of the year, deaths from measles were 90, 128, and 111, and 
the average for the December quarterly period of the five years preced- 
ing was 203. Of the 131 deaths from measles registered in the pro- 
vince of Ulster, 119 occurred in Belfast ; of 60 deaths in Munster, 34 
occurred in the county borough of Limerick, and in Connaught the 19 
deaths returned were all registered in the district of Ballina. 


Scarlet Fever.—In the preceding quarters of the year the number 
of deaths from scarlet fever fell from 34 registered in March quarter to 
23 in June quarter, and to 20 in September quarter ; in the period under 
notice, deaths from this disease numbered 25, being 31 below the average | 
for the December quarter of the five years, 1902-1906. . 


‘Typhus,—A reference to Table IV., page 301, shows that the 
number of deaths—11—from tyy¢hus registered during the quarter was 
the lowest recorded in any of the quarterly periods included in this 
table. In the three quarters preceding that under notice, the deaths 
registered from this disease were 13, 15, and 18 respectively, and the 
average for the December quarterly period of the preceding five 
years was 19. The deaths were registered as follows :—In Cork 
Union 3 deaths, and in each of the Unions of Belfast, Eelmullet, 
Drogheda, Glennamaddy, Killala, Lisburn, New Ross, and ieacnea 
one death. 
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Whooping-cough.—The annual rate representing the deaths (138) 
from whooping-cough is 0:13 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
The deaths, although in excess of the number registered (128) in the 
September quarter of the year, are well below the average (198) for the 
December quarter of the preceding five years. In the March and June 
quarters of the year, 236 and 243 deaths from whooping-cough were 
respectively registered. Of the deaths registered during the quarter 
ended 31st December last 13 occurred in the county of Dublin (includ- 
ing 5 in the district of Crumlin), 13 in the county borough of Dublin, 
and 20 in the county borough of Belfast. In the Registrar’s district 
of Wicklow, Rathdrum Union, 7 deaths from whooping-cough were 
registered ; in Lurgan No. 1, and in Londonderry No, 2 district 4 deaths 
were respectively registered. 


Diphtheria.— From the returns it appears that the deaths from diph- 
theria registered during the quarter were 86 in number, being below 
the average (95) for the corresponding quarter of the five years 1902-6, 
but above the numbers registered in each of the three preceding quarters, 
namely, 67, 65, and 44. Of the deaths, 15 were registered in the 
county borough of Dublin, and 10 in the county borough of Belfast. 


Enteric Fever.— During the quarterly period under review the deaths 
from enteric fever registered in Ireland were 103 in number. ‘The 
total is below the average (124) for the corresponding quarter of the five 
years preceding ; in the three earlier quarters of the year, deaths from 
enteric fever were 104, 75, and 71 respectively. There were 15 deaths 
in the county borough of Dublin, 24 in the county borough of Belfast, 
and 13 in the county of Down; the latter figure includes 5 deaths from 
enteric fever in Ballylesson* and 4 in Banbridge. In the Registrar’s 
district of Thurles 5 deaths from enteric fever were registered. 


Hleven deaths were returned under the denomination — pyrexia (origin 
uncertain). 


Diarrhoeal Diseases, —-'he mortality from diarrhceal diseases in the 
September quarter of 1907 was exceptionally low when compared with 
that of the corresponding quarters of 1905 and 1906, the respective 
figures being 730 for 1905, 835 for 1906, and 325 for 1907. In the 
period under notice, deaths under this heading numbered 407, and were 
above the average for the corresponding quarterly period of the five 
years preceding, namely, 298. The deaths (407) are equal to an annual 
rate of 0°37 per 1,000 of the population estimated to the middle of the 
year 1907. Of the total deaths, 75 were registered in Dublin county 
borough, 101 in Belfast county borough, 24 in Cork county borough, 
and 24 in Waterford county borough. 


Tuberculous Disease, As returned by the Registrars, the total num- 
ber of deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease registered during the 
quarter was 2,418, representing an annual rate of 2:21 per 1,000 of the 
popluation of Ireland, estimated to the middle of the year. The rates for 
each of the three preceding quarterly periods for deaths from all forms 
of tuberculous disease were 2°76, 2°97, and 2:24 per 1,000. The above 
total—2,418— constitutes 13-4 per cent. of all deaths registered during 
the quarter. 

The number of deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease registered 
during the quarter may be seen by provinces and counties, poor law

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unions, or superintendent registrars’ districts, and by registrars’ dis 
tricts in the Abstracts which commence on page 318 of this Report. In 
Dublin county borough 341 deaths from tuberculous disease are returned, 
in Belfast county borough 319, in Cork county and county borough 233, 
and in the county of Antrim 104 deaths. 

With their accustomed courtesy many of the Registrars of Deaths 
have forwarded valuable observations on the status of tuberculous 
disease in their respective districts ; these will be found printed in the 
Appendix to this Report commencing on page 381. 

Among these notes the Registrar of Milltown says :—“ In this dis- 
trict it is remarkable how tuberculosis selects damp, badly drained 
houses.” . . . . The note of the Registrar of Rathangan No. 1, 
Edenderry Union, refers to the death from pulmonary phthisis of a 
young woman, aged 22 years, who centracted the disease by attending 
a relative who was dying from consumption cfa very bad type. The 
Registrar of Timoleague, Clonakilty Union, says:—‘ Tubercle of the 
lung is by far the most prevalent disease in the district. With the 
present accommodation for its treatment the disease is bound to advance. 
I am at present treating 10 cases and if I searched I could find as many 
more.” The Registrar of Waterford;Urban No. 1 District, Waterford 
Union, states that “tuberculosis enters into the cause of death in 
almost one-fifth of the deaths.” The Registrar of Tuam No. 2, Tvam 
Union, mentions :—‘‘ Of the nine deaths registered, three were from 
tuberculosis. These deaths from tuberculosis occurred in families with 
a history of tubercular disease in other members. I have noticed that 
phthisis often occurs in members of families with a neurotic tendency.” 


Malignant Diseases,—The deaths which were returned under the head 
of cancer, malignant disease, numbered 816, equal to an annual rate 
of 0-75 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; in the preceding quar- 
terly periods of the year the respective rates for cancer were 0°71, 0-71, 
and 0°67 per 1,000. 


Cerebro-spinal Fever.*—The following information as contained in 
the Registrars’ Notes was afforded regarding cerebro-spinal fever :— 
Randalstown, one death was caused by cerebro-spinal meningitis ; 
Belfast Orban No. 1, one death from cerebro-spinal fever was 
registered during the quarter; Belfast Urban No. 3—There was 
one death registered during the quarter from cerebro-spinal fever, 
and one death from cerebro-spinal meningitis (epidemic). Belfast 
Urban No. 4—Three deaths from cerebro-spinal fever, and 3 deaths 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis. Belfast Urban No. 9—No death has 
occurred from cerebro-spinal fever. Belfast Urban No. 11—There have 
been a few cases of cerebro-spinal fever in the district during the 
quarter, but only one death was registered. Belfast Urban No. 13—No 
deaths from cerebro-spinal fever. Castlereagh No. 1—No deaths*from 
cerebro-spinal fever. :

In compiling the following Table (pp. 316 and 317), the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North; 2. Ireland, 
South. Each District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various - 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind observations at Valencia are based on the 
records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2). Velocities 
between 13 and 38 miles in the honr have been entered in the Tables 
aS strong winds, velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as gales. 
At the remaining stations the wind-force observations are personal 
estimates in accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially lable 
to be affected by local circumstances. No previous comparison of 
corresponding data is available for the purpose of checking these results,
